persons. Fourteen hours per diem they are pinned 
down to their language-masters, muric-masters, 


mathematical-masters, besides attending three courses 
of lectures on chemistry, history, aud moral philosophy. 
Why was this not thought upon when the act was 
passed lor regulating the labour of children in cotton 
ma»ufactories ? Besides, every point of education is 
to be conducted on a better (i. e. newer) method than 
that employed with other people’s children. ‘The 
poor things are, therefore, the victims of ail sorts of ex- 
perimenis. Whatever is the passing whim, is incor- 
| porated into my sister’s domestic system ; and studies 
are taken up con amore, or languish in indifference, 
and masters are engaged aud disengaged, with a 
rapidity that doubles the labour of learning, if it does 
not utterly defeat the end. Every body in the mean- 
time learns every thing ; the girls study Greek and 
mathematics, and the boys partake in all the girls’ 
pursuits, except tambouring and tent stitch. 
draw, all play the harp and piano-forte, all sing, all 
dance, though two of the children are deaf, and one 
is lame ; and the whole family, except the eldest 
' girl, seem to have been born without a tincture of taste 
tor the fine arts. But while the attention is thus dis- 
tracted, and borne away from subject to subject at the 
command of an hour glass, the overleaded memory is 
ingeniously propped by a complex artificial system of 
common places, to which there lies but one small ob- 
jection, that it is more difficult to understand, remem- 
ber, and apply, than to recollect things by their na- 
tural associations. 

‘The eldest children have now arrived at an age 
when the intellects usually begin to exert themselves, 
when the senses and the imagination are active in 
their influence on the judgment, and present endless 
themes for the exercise of its hitherto untried powers : 
but here again art and tuition interfere to spoil the 
work of nature. Opinions on all subjects are pre- 
seated for acceptance, ** ready cut and dried,” and all 
books are prohibited except under the direction of a 
person hired to read with the young folks, and to im- 
press on thein a due obstinacy and pertinacity, not 
only in sectarian religion and factious politics,* but in 
matters of criticism and literature. ‘Tbe poor crea- 
tures are never suffered to think for themsvives; and 





* These terms are not exclusively applicable to those 
sects and parties which are deemed heterodox. A 
churchman may have the zeal of a sectarian, and a 
government-man be a factious partizan. The phrases 
are used, therefore, without reference to any particu- 
lar creed, civil or religious, and merely in contradis- 
‘ tinction to true religion and genvine patriotism.

the habits iuenlea‘ed may be vicious, the opinions 

and prejudices may be false (and indeed this is but 

too frequently the case ;) still, however, these vices 

and these false notions are those of the many.

-uhiect all the local peculiarities by which it is sur- 
reunded. It may make him wiser and better than o- 

thers; it more frequently leaves him below the aver- 
age standard ; and almost always it renders him quize 
zical, bashful, and timid ; unfit for the business of life, 

avd unequal to figure in society. Few persons are 

competent to educate their own children ; and itis a 
vast presumption in the idle and the ignorant to undere. 
take the charge. However imperfect pablic educa- 
tion. may Le. it is at least systematio—a connected and 
arranged whole, which does not change with every 
caprice in the instructer 

Girls’ schools, for the most part, partake of the vices 
hoth of public and of private, tuition ; while from the 
limited scope of female education it may be more safe- 
ly trusted to domestic superintendents : but any thing 
is better than the eternally meddling, changing, hes:- 
tating, yet persevering interference, of an ignorant, 
shallow. pretending mother, whose utmost effort is to 
constant!y ‘oil after fashions. which she can never 
overtake ; and to torment and tease her children with 
endless undigested experiments in the conduct of mind 
and body. 

Under all plans of education, however, the fate.ot 
children is sufficiently hard ; for if private tuition be 
too much a matterof caprice, public schoola are too 
much an affair of ron‘ine. Many a child seffers in- 
credibly, and goes throngh much unjust punishment ; 
because the business of the school is neither adapted 
to his persenal taste, nor to the mode and degree of 
his mental developement. Im private instruction 2 
hoy Nay sometimes escape being treated like a block- 
head, hecause his tutor has nt the ability to discover 
‘he difficulty which impedes his progress ; but in pub- 
iic schoo!s the master has not the time, nor will the 
system ever allow enquiry into such mmnutig. There 
isa theoretic equality in the capacities and attain- 
ments presupposed in all public instruction ; and wo 
to the lad who is either above or below this level! 
‘This serves to explain the tedious march of publie 
education, in which six or eight yeavs are spent in the 
imperfect acquirement of two languages—a miserable 
loss of time ! ; 

But to come back to the point from which we start- 
ed: What a mass of misery, what tears and sufferings, 
are accumulated within the space of these years ‘ 
what privations, what indignities, what injustice } Of 
all the youths crowded into a public schocl, how few 
are there to whom learning is not rendered a most irk- 
some and detestable slavery, and who do not leave the 
establishment with a firm resolution never again te 
open a book from ‘he moment of their emancipation ; 

Is this necessary ?—is it desirable ? and if not, can it 
be remedied? These are important points for the com-

Dr. Scholz of Bonn, well known both in Fogland 
and Frances, by his oriental studies, hes published his 
Journey in the environs of Ale randria, the Lybian De- 
sert, Reypl, Palestme and Syria, in the vears 18220 and 
21 —Neither Buckingham, nor Chateaubriand, has 
given us so taithful an acconnt of the most recent situ- 
ation of the various Christian sects, together with the 
physical and political state of the Holy J.and, as this 
traveller, who is eo profoundly versed in the manvers 
and language of the Fast. He commenced his jour- 
ney in Egypt, ia compauy with the Prussian General. 
Baron Viinntoli; who, however, parted from him a’ 
‘he very outset of the expedition. A great deal has 
been said in the public papers of the discoveries made 
by the Baron in Egypt, and the unhappy loss of the 
vreater part of his highly valuable collections by the 
wreck of the shin, on board which he seut them to 
Hamburg.

If there were in these three 
charges any thing really reprehensible according to the 
broad principles of universal morality, it was the fabri- 
cation of an illustrious geuealogy. This imposture, 
censurable inavv case, might have been designed tc 
make dupes, and perhaps to form a party ; but ihe 
Judges of Whang-see-heou attached less importance to 
this charge than to the other two. They declared the 
author guilty of high treason on the first charge, and 
pronounced this sentence :—** According to the laws 
of the empire, this crime ought to be rigorously punish- 
ed. The criminal shail be cat in pieces, his gouds con- 
fiscated, and his children and rel«tives abcve the age 
of sixteen years put to death. His wives, his concu- 
bines, and his chilaren, under sixteen, shall be exiled 
and given as slaves to some grandee of the empire.” 
The Sovereign was graciously pleased to mitigate the 
severity of this sentence, in an edict to this effect :-— 
** | favour Whang-see-heou in regard to the nature of 
his punishment. He shail not be cut in pieces, and 
shall only have his head cut off. I forgive his rela- 
tives, As to his sons. let them be reserved for the 
great execution jn autumn. Let the sentence be exe- 
cuted ip its other points: such is-my pleasure.”

TRIAL FOR WITCHCRAFT. 
SraTE or Onto, vs. ALIGALL CHURCH. 

The defendant was indicted upon the tenth section 
of the act for the punishment of certain offences there- 
in specified ; for that she, under the false pretence of 
foreknowing future events, and of telling the fortune 
of George Badgley, did obtain twenty-five cents, with 
intent to cheat and defraud. 

George Badgley stated, That he had heard of the 
reputation of Mis. Church, in the neighborhood, for 
telling fortunes ; that with the view of getting his for- 
tune told, he went to her house ; that after shvfiling 





some caras, uttering some mystical words, and exam- 
ining closely the palm of his hand, she commenced 
the thread of his fortune, and ran throuzh the whole 
tale of his live ; that he paid her the 25 cents willing- 
ly, came away well pleased, and was perfectly satisfi- 
ed that much of what she told him had proved true, 
but sufficient time had not elapsed to determine as to 
all. 
relate all thal she didteli him ; but this, from delicate 
motives, he declined, but it waz plain, from the man- 
ner of the witness, * @ honny braw laddie,” that it was 
concerning an afiair of a very tender nature. As to 
whether any disturbances had been created by reason 
of her doings, he stated he had once heard that she 
foretold a dark complexioned man on Chickamagua 
would cheat and defraud his neighbors ; and that a 
person who suspected that himself was intended, had 
manifested sonye il} blood upon the occasion. 

Gen. Holcomb was called as to the character of the 
defendaut, and her setting “ folks together by the 
ears” in the n ighborhood. ‘The General stated that 
he lived a near neighbor to Mrs. Church ; that she 
was an industrious woman; that her husband was an 
old revolutionary soldier, and that what she obtained, 
together with his pension, afforded a subsistence to 
themselves and family ; thathe knew of no distarb- 
ances in the neighborhood by reason of what she had 
told. Witness had conversed with the defendant upon 
the subject of her practice ; she always told hin tha‘ 
whether or not she could tell fortunes, she did not 
know ; but if people would have it that she could, and 
would flock to her house for the purpose, she could not 
afford to lose her time for nothing, aud thought 25 cents 
but a reasonable compensation.
